He  creates  legislation  and  leads 
with  ideas  that  make  sense. 

Recognizing  that  new  national 
priorities  are  needed,  Rumsfeld 
co-sponsored  the  "Human  Renewal 
Fund,"  a  proposal  to  reduce  the 
Budget  in  lower  priority  items  and 
to  add  funds  to  meet  urgent  human 
needs  in  the  areas  of  education, 
housing,  ^nd  urban  problems.

Although  deeply 
committed  to  continued  space 
achievement,  he  was  a  leader  in  the 
successful  effort  to  reduce 
non-essential  space  programs,  so 
that  funds  could  be  diverted  to  higher 
priority  programs  designed  to  meet 
unfulfilled  human  needs. 

Don  Rumsfeld  was  one  of  the 
key  leaders  behind  the  "FREEDOM 
OF  INFORMATION”  bill,  which  gives 
statutory  authority  to  the  citizen's 
right  to  know  what’s  going  on  in 
government.  Since  its  passage,  he 
has  personally  undertaken  constant 
scrutiny  of  the  information  policies 
of  government  agencies  and  has 
insisted  upon  compliance  with 
the  law. 

Other  legislation  introduced 
by  Rumsfeld  includes  1)  draft  reform 

2)  modernization  of  the  postal  system 

3)  bills  to  meet  air  and  water  pollution 
problems,  and  4)  Congressional 
Reform  and  Ethics. 


He  makes  sense  as  he  performs 
tasks  of  ever-growing 
responsibility  and  importance. 

As  a  member  of  the  JOINT 
(House-Senate)  ECONOMIC 
COMMITTEE,  Don  Rumsfeld  serves 
on  the  Subcommittees  on  Economy 
in  Government,  Fiscal  P^ipy,  Foreign 
Economic  Policy,  and  Inter-American 
Economic  Relationships.  He  also 
serves  as  an  active  member  of  the 
G.O.P.  Task  Force  on  Urban  Affairs. 

On  the  House  COMMITTEE  ON 
GOVERNMENT  OPERATIONS,  which 
has  "watch  dog"  jurisdiction  over  all 
activities  of  the  Federal  Government, 
Rep.

Don  Rumsfeld  went  to  Vietnam 
in  1966  as  a  member  of  a 
Congressional  team  investigating  the 
effectiveness  of  our  military  and 
economic  aid  programs.
